Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an agreement was 
reached, or any other comments: The said Attorney and Examiner discussed the rotatable medium and the storing of 
URLs on the said medium. The Examiner expressed 103 concerns regarding the storing of URLs on the said 103. 
The Attorney asserted that Klemets does not disclose a URL or email on a rotable disk used to access a website at 
which information about the audio data is located. The Examiner responds that a URL or email on a rotable medium 
used for acesssing information about the audio data is obvious. The Examiner and the Attorney also agrees that the 
rejection of claim 1 of the previous office action is a 103. In response to Applicant argument that Klemets teaches a 
browser while netscape operates without one, the Examiner replies that Netscape in itselfs is a browser. .
